The most natural setting for picnicing and carnivals in 
Wilmington is the Town Park, off Main Street. This park 
boasts of a well kept ball park and a large shaded area that 
makes it perfect for famioy cook-outs such as have been run 
by the Veterans Organizations in the past. 

The Planning Board refuses to issue permission for a 
carnival to take place there, on the grounds that the ball 
field area would be damaged.
